[ , The questions to be aaked by . the enum- 
erators uro grouped generally under aeveral 
h^ads, name of heoda of household and rO' 
lationahip of other membera of the family, 
personal description, nativity, citizei^hip, 
occupation, trade or profeHsion, education, 
ownership of home. Under the personal 
description heading the enumerator is to 
learn the color, sex, date of blrtb, whether 
single, married, widowed or divorced. If 
the person being enumerated is married, 
the length of the time hs baa been mar- 
ried must.ha statod, and in case of a mar- 
ried woman , the enumerator must Icurn 
how many children she is the mother of, 
and how many of these are living. 

Under tho bond of nativity the enumflra- 
tors mufit lenrn the birthplace of each resi- 
dent of his district and the birthplace of 
bis or her father and mother. In certain 
ittstances this question is to bo carried back 
one generation farther; and iu the caso 
of where one or both of the parenta were 
born at sea, the enumerator must learn the 
place of. Uie birth of the father of the pa- 
rent so born and embody this with the 
other information in liia report. • 
' June 1, the census day, ia. taken as the 
basis of nil Information, and two odd in- 
structions are given in regard to this, 
PciBons who die after June 1st and before 
the time the enumemtor calls, ore to he 
enumerated, tho same'as though alive, and 
the children born during that interval ore 
not to be counted. 

In cose of foreign bom residents, tho 
natal county mnat he learned, the length 
of timo tho person has been in the United 
Statea, and also whether or not he has been 
naturalized or applied for his naturaliza- 
tion papora. 

In obtaining the statistics in regard to 
feide and profesaioua, the enumerator must 
learn tho number of mohtha during the 
past year in which the personhaflheen em- 
ployed. In cases of children attending 
school it must he so statod, and in cose of 
every reflident.of over ten years of age the 
enumerator muat 6nd out if he can read 
and write in any language and aiwak En- 
tflisb. .. 

;. Information -ifl to 'he obtained as to 
whothoir tho bead of a family rents or owns 
the house he lives in, and in the. latter case 
whether it is mortgaged or free from debt. 
Particular atreaa is laid- upon securing 
the numborof children in aforaily, whether 
resident or non-resident. Every person 
muBt have a ho me, the, census law contain- 
iugtho provision tbnt he must bo accredited 
tobiB"uBunl place of abode.'" Seafarers 
and nutroad men are to bo enumerated at 
the homo to which. they, return habitually 
iftftor a voyage or trip. All persons living 
dt a hotel ore put down oa constituting one 
laffiia family'.^'.

, The addreas'of Bishop, Andrews before 
the M^thodiat'gfineral conference waa re- 
ceived by that' body -with more than usual 
favor. and marks an' advancement in relig- 
ious thought and actios. It ia also highLy 
intere^^g.and instructive to many out- 
aide of the church who note the progress 
of Cbristiah thought and action in com- 
munities aVlargd as well as in the church, 
Pirom the. liberal, comprehensive and pro- 
gressive tone of - the address, aa compared 
with the oxprtisSed"' thought on .the same 
subject Bity *yeara!'ago, a aharp contrast 
may be noted favorably. One can hardly 
bf^lieve that it is the aame church only in 
name. Christianity has not changed per 
se, but a deeper, broader and more liberal 
and intelligent understariding prevaila 
among mankind on this interesting and 
all-important subject that -is, plainly evi- 
dent.

Courage and a long 
line of arrogant and suporatitious auprem- 
acy soon w;ent down before tola enlightened, 
educated yiet generous foo to the astonish- 
meat of the' world. In all ages of 'the 
world has there been larger and cultivated 
minds, hut at no time has there been a 
people, or a nation so generally educated 
as we of the United States of America, 
Withoutitwcmight relapse. The child,' 
nor the hoy loves his task of lessons. The 
man is prono to evil, and witbout the res- 
traints of religion. or society or both, is it 
not possible that be might retrograde, to 
put it ^lild? A[f)nkind is religious by 
natuK, Ho acknowledges ah infinite and 
superior being and strives to know: more 
of Hia attributes and character, but some- 
how it acems dilBcnlt to understand and 
eeparate tbo world from tho immortal, the 
apiritual from the sensual. ' * 

The door to theae greol trutbs seem to 
be elightly open. Tho dpwn juat illuming 
the dark and understanding. Science* is 
unfolding mysteries. Some there be who 
believes the sun'a energy' will yet bo made 
to serve man. The force of the ocean 
waves stored for- use. We have harnessed 
clcctricitr, once a fearful power, • and the 
air we breathe so gently is. already being 
condensed and boiind for man's use and 
benefit aa n gigantic power. The BC0X)e 
and poasibilHies of the^uman mind seem 
to be unlimited. Will we not as we pro- 
gress some time in the future arrive at a 
more correct and intelligent knowledge of 
our Creator and the reason for our exis- 
tence?

• 'Astb matters of moral import"!- have 
been pained to note hi many alleged iater- 
vicws in ncwnpnpcra a dlspoBltion to give 
to.the facts but a partial publlcatloa. 1' 
have read the statement that but two 
^aaloohs existed in Manila, at the time of 
Its' occnpation by the Americans. .As I 
first saw that 'city; only eight days/Ia ter, 
I can soy that, this 'flsure ' la too small; 
and although it Is a fact that more public 
saloons exist :to-day, It Is also true that 
tlicre are not so many of them as ,to In- 
volve a act Increase In the number of 
places In Manila where liquor may he 
procured, but, on the contrary, a diminu- 
tion. The truth is (and I. have not, yet 
6ccn7a statement' of. this fact in any 
newspaper piirpbrtiiig', to give on Inter- 
view with persons who have returned 
from there), that^ the American saloon has 
aupcrsedcd something else. -What It has 
superseded is a most Important question 
in this Interesting controversy. 

When I first snw >[anlla the streets 
were practically lined with little nlpa 
huts, perhaps about twelve feet square, 
in which tlio riritlvcs were selling, at a 
merely nominal price, not only fruit and 
tobacco, but nlEo native gin. These "gin 
shacks" should certainly be included in 
the number of drinking places existing 
at the beginning, nnd their number was 
very large. The character of this native 
drink -was so flory and vlllatuous that Its 
effect Upon such of our men as used it 
was deplorable. It became my duty to 
bury two soldiers wlio never recovered 
from ihe effect of drinking it. One of 
■tiieni had .been in the service about eigh- 
teen years, nnd received from his ofllcers, 
in personal conversation with me, a eom- 
mendntion so flattering with regard to 
his character for sobriety nnd soldierly 
honor that it might be coveted by niiy 
man. He had never been n drunkard, 
but this native polaon Tsas so rlrulcnt 
In Its effect that he became moddened, 
and lingered in lila delirium u whole week, 
never liavlng recovered hlB reason, at the 
time of his death. Our nuthorltlcs set 
to -work to restrict thlat'rofflc, by a sys- 
tem which finally resulted In ita prohi- 
bition. , ■ ... 

I am, not person nlly an, advocate' of any 
saloon, but I am forced 'to give my testi- 
mbay that the substltiitlon of regimental 
canteens, in which only beer was sold, 
in. place of tliis trafllc In nntlvc gin, re- 
sulted In a mbst immediate and percepti- 
ble Improvement In the sobriety of the 
troops, I should w- el come the day -vvhea 
all men, out of ihe army ns well ns In 
It, might find It agreeable by their ah- 
stinence, to crush out. the market for nil 
malt or spirituous products. That millen- 
nial age, however, lias not dawned, and 
my opinion is that It la better to accept 
such forms of restriction as are feasible 
than to inElBt upon n theory which, liow- 
ever ideal, is ImpoBslble of enforcement: 

I bear my cheerful teslimony'to the 
earnest elTort of the commanding ffencral, 
supplemented by the vigilance of the two 
incumbents of the provost marshal gen- 
eral's oflicc, to crush out the mo^c dnnger- 
0U8 forms, of ,thla traaic) and to impose 
Buch restrictive regulations as will reduce 
the whole 'business to a minimum. The 
whole history of our ocupatlon of Manila 
has been one of development and pro- 
gress, along physical, iuteJlpct'unl and 
moral lines, and I hellevc that no man 
could refuse to admit it hnd hc.l)eon per- 
mitted to. sec the progress of this work 
and to be admitted, to some slight extent, 
Into the confidence of those who arc 
charged 'wIth it^ I am quite sure thnt tite 
desire of the authorities Tvould Involve 
the further diminution. of these Hiilbons, 
by some grndunl proccsB, which will lead 
up to the very limit of feasibility. 

Tiie critics of those who hare this 
work In charge mny have a share In the 
Improvement. of our men, which Is more 
practical than mere criticism. In the first 
place they should see to It that some pro- 
vision is made, through Congress, for fur- 
nishing a chaplain for each regiment sta- 
tioned thef'e, ao that! religious and moral 
instruction mny persistently be given to 
all our'troops. -In the second place their 
contributions oiight to be given to those 
who have in' mind the esl'nijliBhment of 
reading rooms, and dub houses, for sol- 
dlerSfSO that' tncn may find sotnc other 
place, . furnished by . Christian i people, 
,whlch Is as bright and ns attractive to 
them in their leisure hours as the saloon 
itself.' 

J These measures will doubtless serve' to 
lessen , very greatly the attendance at. sa- 
loons, and I conceive It to bothe duty;,oC 
the American people,. In b'elialf' of the 
m'cn whom thcy..h'ave..B(^ht forth, to liold 
their territory and ' to ' ligbt their haftlcs 
(aa.braTe'and noble and true a t>ody of 
men as. -ever stood, in the defense. of any 
nation) .to moke sacrifices, If .need„be,- to 
Insure' the eatahltshmcnt of aiich agencies 
as may, along the line, of moral suasion 
Bnd~ religious influence, counteract more 
baacfnl agencies, nnd supidanf lower In- 
Btincts with loftier: Ideals.

"Of tills colossal revenue," concluded 
Mr. Cramp, "tho United States contrib- 
utes a little more than two-flf the direct- 
ly; or, in other words, the producers 
and consumers of the United States 
pay 'to British shipowners not less thaa 
$280,000,000 a year as th^ common' car- 
riers of American commerce to and 
from all parts of tho worid." 

Congress Is therefore confronted with 
the necessity of relieving the American 
people from the annual drain of $280,- 
000,000 now contributed by them for 
the employment nnd permanent enrich- 
nieut of Britons.

Preaident lleKinley hears a great deal 
of political talk iuat now frotn his callers, 
many o£ whom ho surprisea by his jcti- 
mate knowledge of political conditions - in 
their states. .Col, W. T. Durbiri, republi- 
can candidate for .governor of Indianai 
who was one of bis late callers, assured the 
president that tho republican pajty of that 
state was in splendid condition and would 
carry the state by a faondaome majority. 

Governor RooBevelfaviait to Waabinit- 
ton hoB demonstrated that he is one of the 
moat popular men in public life. This 
was fihown wherever he went, and hia pop- 
ularity ia by no means canfined to repub- 
licans. When he went to .the capitol he 
was greeted quite as cordially by democrats 
as by membera of bis own party. 

Democrats ore silying; on the (^uiett 
many harsh things about Senators fiutlex 
a»d Pettigiew, who are charged with xo- 
sponaibility for the nomination o£ .Towne 
for yice preaident, by tbe Sioux City popa- 
lifit convention. Publicly they are afraid 
to 'express opinions about Towne'a nom- 
ination. • 

Senator Spooner hoa, according to the 
understanding in Washington, eccuxedthe 
honor of preeenting Preaident McKinlej's 
namg.to the Philadelphia convention. He 
ie well fitted to do jnatice to the eiibject 
and to the occasion. Among the prom- 
inent men who will make speeches second- 
ing tbe Domination will be Qot. IlooBeTett, 
of New York. 

Eepresontative O'Grady introduced a 
delegation from Bochester, N. T., to Pres- 
ident McEinloy. They extended an invi- 
tation to the president to attend the ban- 
quet to be given in honor of Gen. Otts, 
June 15, and he told tbem~ be would con- 
sider it a privilege to join in honoring Gen. 
Otis, whose work in the Fhilippines en- 
titled him to the unBtiatedpraiBs of the 
American people, but for the fact that he 
did nottbink any person should be present, 
who, by reason of superior rank, would 
share tbe honors intended for Qen. Otis 
alone. 

Senator Lodge madeaabortapeech while 
the naval appropriation bill was being dts- 
cuesed by the senate, which is xogarded aa 
an official notice to Europe that this gov 
cmment ia prepared to figbt to maintain 
the Monroe doctrine, if neceasary, which 
was aupplemented by Senator Daniel, with 
a few remarks, ia tho one important, ques- 
tion upon which there is no political di- 
vision in the senate. Incidentally Mr. 
Lodge Eer\'ed notice on Germany that no 
dickering for tho posscaaion of tbe Danish 
West Indies would be tolerated by this 
government. It waa not a jingo speech, 
but a pluin btatementof the situation. 
Said Mr. Lodge; "My reaaon for desiring 
more ships and desiring them quickly ib 
by belief that the aafety of the tToited 
States dependa upon the strength of oor 
navy. We do not need the navy for tho 
protection of our insular posaeasions. The 
danger ties in our great coast lino and -in 
tho defense of the Monroe doctrine in this 
hemisphere," OEthetelationof afttroager 
navy to the Isthmian canal, Mr. Lodge 
said: "We ate about to enter upon the 
conBtmction of on Isthmian canal, and we 
muEt be the naval masters of the Carribean 
sea. We must have a more powerful fleet 
than we have today. The safety of the 
canal depends upon tbe Btrengtb of our 
navy. All admit that the canal ougfat to 
be built, and tbe time ia near when the 
work will be begun. If we ore to protect 
tbe canal as well as our own coast, we must 
have a navy proportionately strong. I 
hope and believe that we ahall ha've no 
war, but a great fleet is the best insurance 
of peace. However, we would be foolish, 
indeed, if we should dose our eyoa to tbe 
posaibilities of the situation. Wo could 
never allow the Danish ialanda to pass into 
any other hands than ours. Any European 
nation which ahoujd undertake to take pOB- 
^eaaion of those islands, right on the road 
to tbe canni, und to make them a great 
naval station, would .by that very act be- 
come on enemy of oura. We could submit 
to no such thing as that.*' The speech 
made a sensation in diplomatic drclea, and 
was cabled in full to all of the great Euro- 
pean powers. 

That shortage in the accounts of C, F. 
W. NceleVi >^bo has been financial agent 
of tbe Cuban postal system, baa been greatly 
ezageerated. The full report of Col. Bur- 
ton, of the inspector ^neraPe department 
of the army, who diacoverecl the shortage, 
is i n the bands of Secretary Boot. It shows 
a shortage, of 936,000 for tbe current year 
and implicates nobody but Keoley, who is 
under arrest and will be speedily tried and 
pDnished, if found guilty. That is tbe 
whole story, which has been magnified out 
of all proportion to its importance by the 
democratic press for the purpose of tiyiag 
to make political capital. . President Ho- 
Kinley has directed Gen. Wood to make a 
thorough investigation of all Cuban flnan- 
dal accounts, and there will be no cbinoe 
for any guilty man to escape exposure and 
punishment.
